FORE THE TURKS.

The fearful loss of life by the burn- 


ing of the structure In Parla, in which 
the annual charity fair was to progress, 
ia another example of municipal negli- 
gence. Think of a large building one 
hundred yards long and sixty yards 
wide built of such inflamable material, 
that it oonld be totally destroyed in 
the period of twenty minutes, and yet 
erected in a populous part of a'modern 
city and supposed to be permanent. 
Bad it been a temporary structure for 
some special occasion, there might 
have been a portable excuse for its 
cheap and'dangerons construction, but 
the fact that it was intended to be used 
for the assemblage of great crowds of 
people seems to warrant the severest 
censure of those in authority and the 
municipal officers in particular. 


The details of the scene during that 


awful twenty minutes and the hours 
following are fearful to contemplate. 
Not even tbe prelude of asphyxia o»me 
to the relief of the hundreds tiiat were 
struggling for egress. Flaming tar and 
other inflamable compounds streamed 
from the roof, falling upon the poor 
victims singing them like poultry, In 
plain eight of hundreds of people 
standing in the streets utterly helpless 
to render any aid. Some pf the victims 
escaped into the street with their cloth- 
ing nearly .burned off and their bodies 
blistered, only to fall dead In front of 
the multitude. 


The fact that the fire took place iu 


the day time with such terrible conse- 
quence*, is another reason for the 
charge of worse than criminal negli- 
gence on the part of the authorities, for 
the Rolloe and flre patrol should have 
been sufficient on such an ooaaslon to 
prevent any possibility of such a fatal- 
ity,When a flre occurs in some large 
hotel, opera house or theatre, at night, 
when the police and flre services are 
necessarily limited, and darkness is an 
obstacle to efficient work, and confusion 
and panic are added to the difficulties 
to be overcome, there may be au excuse 
for loss of life, but in this instance 
there was no darkness, and the con- 
fusion and panic probably ensued from 
the lack of officers to control and direct 
the affrighted crowd. 


Every now and thea a catastrophe of 


this character occurs in some pwt-of 
the world and it looks as if it was in- 
tended as an object lesson of the care- 
lessness of mankind. No matter how 
advanced or progressive we may be, it 
seems that a terrible lesson of suffer- 
ing, disaster and death must be pro- 
vided from itimetotime.^

The general arbitration treaty pro- 


posed between the United States and 
Oreat Britain has been defeated in the 
Senate by a vote of forty-three in favor 
of 
and twenty-six against it. 
The 


rules of the Senate require a two-thirds 
majority to ratify a treaty, hence it fell 
four votes short of the requisite num- 
ber. 


The treaty was negotiated by Secre- 


tary of State Olney and the British 
Ambassador, Sir Julian Paunoetorte, 
It bad certain features which made it 
objectionable to many, at it was be- 
lieved that its ratification would pre- 
vent the ..enforcement of the Monroe 
doctrine by the United States. Able 
arguments were made for and against 
it by Senators. Just before the vote 
was taken, Sanatoi Mills of Texas made 
& strong plea against ratification. He 
asserted that as amended, the treaty 
was most objectionable, as well as con- 
tradictory. Under its provisions Eng- 
land could justly claim that the ques- 
tion of territorial rights was subject to 
arbitration, and under such circum- 
stances there was nothing to prevent 
England from purchasing the island of 
Cuba or other American territory, and 
in case the United States objected, in- 
sist upon settling the dispute by arbi- 
tration. 


While the settlement of disputes be- 


tween nations by arbitration is prefer- 
able to resorting to arms, there is no 
known instance where a powerful na- 
tion did not use foroe when necessary 
to enforce the demands against a 
weaker nation. Possibly it the treaty 
was ratified, the United States and 
Great Britain both being powerful, 
might adjust their differences by arbi- 
tration, provided the disputes did not 
involve the acquisition of more terri- 
tory on the American continent or con- 
tiguous islands, by Great Britain. If, 
however, the purchase of Cuba or the 
Hawaiian islands by England was in- 
volved in a controversy between that 
Government and the United States, 
how could the dispute be settled by 
arbitration if England insisted upon 
holding Its purchase, without abandon- 
ment of the Monroe doctrine by the 
United States ? 
' 


PflARSAi.09, May 7.—At dawn the im- 


perial troops attacked the enemy oc- 
cupying Pharsalos, from which place a 
portion of the Greek troops had al- 
ready begun to 'retreat during the 
night, defeated them and captured the 
town.

while Helen lay weltering in blood. 
Pouch fled, riding away on a bicycle.
